Several of the agent pe:niennel mwloyed by the unit werO gentiinei^

Major Bishop 
esplalaed ^as foUowst Eighteen (18) mixed gold pleoes were used to 
parehaso a fur ooat for Mrs Helen Bliss, an asg>loyeo of OSS Istahhnl 
hooaitse of the adv^taigsoas exehange on gold as ooiiepared with lei agr 
pesor dollars* The aoat waa delivered to ts^hhol, and at the iiai • 
I*tljg} <hi^iagtOh asked for an aeoo anting of i^e gold la Major Bi#!iop*s 

f ossoSsiOa, ho had the aoeodatabllity for this sum. traaadT ea^red to 
ataabttlj* Bo later detOrmiaBd that this aooooat had been settled. 

It was rep<»rted that 
Major Bishop Md a auanllty oFfor sH^ la kis luggage brought from 
Huaanla* Be explained as follows i He had borrowed a sum of money 
suffioidnt to cover the purchase of approximately two hundred (200) 
laarten pelts from ^zam Soerb, a Humanlnn* Scarb loaned the money 
on the understanding that Bishop would hare Soerb *s uncle in Bew 
TUrlc sell the skins and deposit the proceeds in an account in the 
^^ited Statee, to be used for Soerb*s e<tocation when he later came 
to'^ Bnited States* Bishop was asked whether the entire sum wooM 
go to Soerb'e account, or Just the eq.aivalentof the money he boanrowed* 

Be replied the fcraer was the case, that he was fond of Scerb and wsus 
trying to holp him for no return other than possibly a fur ooat f^ 

Mrs* Bishop* (C<»nment: Tbs provisions of the Ourrenoy Control rega> 
lotions were then explalxmld to Bishop). As a matter of fact, he statod, 
no sohoy aetuall^ changed hands, and that Sc^b furnished him the 
pelts before he left Bumania for transportiiig to America* (Coamnntt 
Bishop waa then advised of the regulations governing the transpojK of 
goods belonging to aliens, and the poasible oonsequenoes of ovading 
SuiDaniBn CastoiBS estamination of these furs which are at present at 
this Bead<|aarters)* 

8* Other matters were put b^ ore Major Bishop including the 
ropokt of his harbir ing two Germans in his fesldenoe* He explalpod 
as foUemit At tho time the Bussian's Reclaimed that all Germans 
in Bjymnia would be transported for foreed labor • two of the unit’s 
most valuable agents. Frits Thsil and Bari The 11 (brothers) oame to 
him for asylum* Ha thereupon asked Princess CBxlka, in rdiose house 
ho was residing, to harbor them for several days.
